Mr. Editor: Less than six months ago we 
took occasion to compliment the magnificent 
condition of the turnpike roads in the vicmity 
of Rectorvill* and Orangeburg. We of this 
end of the county naturally supposed that from 
that time on the Mason county pikes when re- 
paired, would be after the same "brainy" man- 
ner; especially the roads leading toward our 
Capital City of Maysville. Imagine our sur- 
prise, when, in attempting to deliver our to- 
bacco this winter, we bad to cross and recross 
the railroad and streetcar tracks to reach the 
factory and warehouses, because of the dread- 
ful condition of Forest avenue, which had been 
repaired during the fall. I am only an ordi- 
nary hayseed, but all those who are so unfor- 
tunate as to have to travel over that mass of 
loose stone will agree with me, that that street 
is a disgrace to Maysville and Mason county, 
as well aa a fraud on (he traveling public. 

There she is, traveler and taxpayer; a mass 
of loose rock 16 or 18 feet wide, reaching 
from Carmel pike on the East, to Union street, 
If not farther, with two troughs through the 
middle made by passing vehicles; thfse troughs 
are full of srrooth stones weighing from (i to 
18 ounces, and now almost rooad from con- 
tact with steel tires, (a nice place for rubbers) 
with a large per cent of broken rock lying in 
tbe ditch so deposited by the hoofs of passing 
horses and light vehiclaa.
